Oakland Is Rattled 
By Child Slayings

ROYAL OAK, Mich. (AP) — 


The apprehension gripping 
South Oakland parents doesn't 
show on the surface. But in the 
wake of the killing of- six young 
persons, the undercurrent is 
there. 


Some school districts are 


tightening their methods of 
reporting absences, to spot 


missing children sooner. 


Some parents are driving 


their youngsters on paper 
routes in the early morning 
hours, and back and forth to 
school. 


Schools are receiving more 


calls from parents checking on 
youngsters who haven't re- 
turned home in the afternoon by 
a given hour.

Meanwhile, the investigtion 


into the two most recent deaths 
is being pursued by a special 
task force formed to ease the 
burden on local police depart- 
ments and detective bureaus. 


Police still have no solid clues 


in any of the deaths. All are 
included in the current inves- 
tigations. 


The series of crimes began on 


Jan. 15, 1976, when 16-year-old 
Cynthia Cadieux of Roscville 
disappeared. Her body was dis- 
covered the next day. She had 
suffered a skull fracture. 


Four days later, 14-year-old 


Sheila Srock of Birmingham 
was found shot to death at her 
sister's home in Birmingham, 
where she had been babysitting. 


On Feb. 15, 12-year-old Mark 


Stebbins of Femdale disap- 
peared. His body • was 
dis- 


covered four days later near a 
Southfield office building. He 
had been smothered. 


On Aug. 7, 13-year-old Jane 


Louise Allan of Royal Oak was 
seen on her way home from her 
boyfriend's house in Pontiac 
Township. Her body was found 
four day's later in Miamisburg, 
Ohio. 
She 
died 
of carbon 


monoxide poisoning. 


The most recent victims were 


those of 12-year-old Jill Robin- 
son of Royal Oak, and I (1-year- 
old 
Kristine 
Mihelich 
of 


Berkley. 


Jill Robinson disappeared 


Dec. 23. Her body was dis- 
covered Dec. 26 on Interstate 75 
north of 16 Mile in Troy. She had 
been shot in the face. 


Kristine disappeared Jan. '1. 


Nineteen days later, her body- 
was discovered in Franklin. She 
had been smothered. 


Three of the youn? victims — 


Cynthia Cadieux. Sheila Srnck 
and Mark Stebbins — had been 
sexually assaulted. 


There was no evidence of se- 


xual assault on the bodies of 
Jane Louise Allen or Kristine 
Mihelich.

On Nov. 2. 1975, a U.S. Dis- 


trict Court jury' found Swainson 
guilty of lying three times to a 
federal grand jury investigat- 
ing an alleged $3Q,000 bribery- 
conspiracy plot. 


On Nov. 7, Swainson resigned 


from the" Michigan Supreme 
Court after serving as an as- 
sociate justice for five years. 


Swainson was acquitted of 


the more serious charge of 
conspiring to accept a bribe. 
Judge Carl Rubin sentenced 
him to serve a year and a day 
on aach of the three perjury 
charges. 


However, the sentence was 


suspended except for 60 days. 
The sentence 
will 
not be 


carried out until Swainson has 
completed his appeal. 


Thirty years before, Swain- 


son, also found himself at a 
crossroads. 


On Nov. 7, 1945, he was 


discharged 
from 
the 
U.S. 


Army. But he wasn't just 
another veteran returning to a 
normal life. Swainson had lost 
both legs after he stepped on a 
mine while on a night patrol in 
France. 


Despite his handicap, he 


went on to become one of the 
brightest stars of Michigan's 
Democratic party. He was 
elected a state senator, then 
lieutenant governor. 


At 35, he became governor 


and was one of the youngest 
persons to hold that office in 
Michigan. He was then elected 
a Wayne County Circuit Court 
judge and then Supreme Court 
justice in 1970. 


He was at the zenith of his 


career after 25 years of public 
service. 
Looming 
on 
the 


horizon was a possible can- 
didacy for the U.S. Senate. 


"It's 
completely 
different 


now," Swainson said. "I have a 
chance for reflection and more 
time to spend with my family. 
I have time to pause and smell 
the flowers." 


The Swainsons have three 


children: Tina, an 18-year-old 
freshman at Michigan State 
University: Peter, 27, who has 
a boat business in Connecticut: 
and John. 29, who does cons- 
truction work in Santa Ft1. 
N.M. 


"I was terribly disappointed 


at the verdict." he said. "It 
was confusing. There was a 
lack of evidence during my 
trial. I was found innocent of 
the more serious charge but 
guilty of the lesser one." 


His appeal was rejected by 


the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and Swainson says he 
will take ii to the U.S. Supreme

The Presidential 
Fireside Chat Returns 


Ever 
since 
Franklin 
Delano 


Roosevelt created the fireside chat in 
1933, succedding Presidents have pre- 
empted 
the 
broadcast 
media's 


scheduled programming to speak 
directly to the American public. 


The difference between Roosevelt's 


fireside chats from the White House 
and those of his successors lay in the 
circumstances and the number of 
deliveries. 


FDR, until immobilized by terminal 


illness in-his fourth term, used the 
direct appeal routinely and in a more 
distressing period than his successors 
faced. 
-;His 13 years as President spanned 
the worst economic setback ever sus- 
(iibed in our history, followed by our 
"Involvement in the world's greatest 
armed conflict of all time. 


Last 
Tuesday, 
Jimmy 
Carter 


revived the Roosevelt formula, with 
some noticeable differences. 


Roosevelt's intonation was gripping. ' 


Carter's delivery is the flat folksyness 
of a backyard fence discussion on 
gardening. 


FDR dressed in business attire. ' 


Jimmy chose, for its calculated effect, 
a cardigan sweater, which he left un- 
buttoned. 


Roosevelt approached the subject 


matter of his talks with the confidence 
of an Alexander the Great deploying 
his troops for battle. While he took 
care to outline the magnitude of the 
problem at hand, his voice and 
mannerisms conveyed to the listener _ 
an 
unshakable 
impression 
the 


problem would be solved. 


FDR also took the listener from one 


problem to the next. Rarely did he so 
much as imply that the dragon slain in 
January was alive and kicking in July. 
July had its own dragon to be sub- 
dued. 
VJn his 25-minute chat on Tuesday 
evening, Carter mentioned no new 
problems that he had not, in one way 
or another alluded to, in his campaign 
speeches. 


rUnlike FDR, he held forth no magic 


solutions. Instead he went to some 
length to impress upon the audience 
trial it and the White House are in the 
.same boat and the audience should not 
.anticipate the White House will be 
populated with miracle workers. 


The exception to the lack of new 


difficulties as portrayed by Carter was 
the energy crisis. 


This came first in a recital of ques- 


tions on his mind and drew the stron- 
gest emphasis of all points he 
men- 


tioned. 


While offering no solution to this 


crunch, Carter deserves credit for be- 
ing the first Chief Executive te call a 
spade a spade. 


"The energy shortage," said he, "is 


permanent. It will not be solved by 
government orders or technological 
wizardry. It is up to the American 
people to meet it by learning to waste 
less energy." 


Now, 
that 
the President 
has 


characterized what the public would 
dismiss as self serving is stated by the 
president of Exxon or Michigan Na- 
tural Gas, 
maybe the public will 


awaken to this harsh reality. 


Even Congress might see the light 


in due season, though that august body 
has a way of welcoming spring when 
John Q. Citizen is wondering what to 
do now that summer is here. 


Carter's reference to technological 


wizardry is heartening if only to shoot 
a dart through the rosy prediction by 
some environmentalists that all the 
country needs to do to warm itself and 
run its factories is to stick up a series 
of lenses and mirrors to concentrate 
the sun ray's on a boiler. 


The balance of his chat, for the most 


part, re-emphasized a major theme 
expounded throughout the 1976 
cam- 


paign, cutting government back to 
size and making its actions more sen- 
sible and more understandable. 


Henceforth, Carter declared, a 


department 
head must clear 
a 


regulation prepared by some civil 
service payroller down the line. 
Further, the regulation must be writ- 
ten in plain English. 


If Jimmy can accomplish that his- 


toric breakthrough, he will deserve 
nomination to the Presidential Hall of 
Fame. 
. 


The chat was, essentially, a promise 


on Carter's part to humanize the 
government. 


It is a bold concept because once an 


institution gets beyond those it was 
created to serve, bringing it back to 
earth becomes tougher than putting it 
aloft. 


No modern day President 
has 


deflated the bureaucratic balloon. 


Jimmy's audience will not be 


looking to see if he can find the valve, 
to let the air out of the balloon.

Sherman, writing Prof. John W. 
Draper on refusing to run for 
the presidency, said: 


"In a country like ours the 


president is a mere executor of 
laws made by others, over 
which he exercises a doubtful 
control. He must take things as 
he. finds them, and cannot 
purify Congress or the Public 
Administration, 
though the 


.world holds him responsible for 
. both." 


This was not always true, 


George Washington, if the his- 
tory I've read is accurate, had 
his way in many things when he 
desired. And so with Thomas 
Jefferson 


These were strong men 


dealing with a young and divid- 
ed legislature. 


But times have changed. The 


six presidents^! have followed 
most closely, beginning with 
Harry Truman, himself no 
weakling, have complained in 
private most strongly that in 
domestic affairs, 
that area 


which comes closest to most of 
us, they had but little influence. 


Of the group, Mr. Truman 


worked the hardest at effecting 
change, and al ^molding the 
government and its programs to 
fit the image he had in his mind. 
Even more so, I think, than 
Franklin Roosevelt, whom I ob- 
served only at a great distance 
— having been overseas during 
much of his presidency. 


John 
Kennedy 
probably 


worked the hardest at putting 
his men in the bureaucracy, 
high and low, 
incidentally 


bypassing civil service and 
security check blocks along the 
way. Even so, he was not suc- 
cessful: His ringing statements 
and his idealistic challenges 
obscured his inability to bring 
the government under his con- 
trol. 


Lyndon Johnson's approach 


was different. He had been 
highly successful as the top man 
in the Senate for many years. 
He was able to work closely with 
both 
Democratic 
and 


Republican presidents, putting 
the nation above party, which 
entitles him to be remembered 
most kindly in history books. In 


this post he was powerful, more 
powerful by some considerable 
degree than most presidents. 


Vet when Mr. Johnson moved 


to the White House he, like the 
men before him, found that the 
clout, when it mattered, lay 
with the Congress and the 
bureaucracy, not with the 
president. His skill at per- 
suasion, so effective in his 
Senate years, availed him little. 
He had lost his base. 


Gerald Ford came from the 


Congress carrying w'ith him a 
load of affection as great as any 
man leaving that body. He was 
loved by political friend and foe 
alike. But President Ford, too, 
found that Congress, not he, sat 
in the driver's seat. Vetoes 
became his standby. 


Mr. Ford was not the first 


president to . use the veto 
heavily. Mr. Roosevelt was in 
the same league, even with 
congressional majorities from 
his own party. 


For decades, presidents did 


have a compelling voice in 
foreign affairs — Mr.'Roosevelt 
in the events leading up to 
World War 11: Mr. Truman in 
his decision to drop the atomic 
bomb on Japan, in his com- 
pelling 
the 
Russians 
to 


withdraw from Iran and in his 
entry into the Korean War; Mr. 
Eisenhower in the sending of 
troops to Lebanon and Messrs 
Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon in 
the Vietnam war. And Mr. 
Nixon again in his openings to 
China and the USSR. 


But Congress is moving here. 


Establishing 
their 
own 


authority, as written in the 
Constitution, the men on Capitol 
Hill put a straitjacket on U.S. 
actions in Southeast Asia at the 
end of the Vietnam war, insert- 
ed strong restrictions in a 
proposed trade agreement with 
Moscow and sank Ford-Kis- 
singer proposals on arms for ine 
losing side in Angola. 


To. anticipate what is in store 


these next few years, then, we 
need to know more about the 
men and women who rule the 
Senate and House of .Represen- 
tatives. 
Though 
President 


Carter will get the publicity, tfie 
principal decisions affecting 
you and me will be made on 
Capitol Hill.

The 
so-called 
Christmas 


Bombing of North Vietnam has 
been fashioned by the Left into a 
kind of Guernica-!ike symbol of 
American evil and Nixonian 
diabolism. A recent column of 
mine on the subject thus evoked 
a good deal of heated comment. 


Perhaps it will therefore be 


worth-while to set the record 
straight. So much misinforma- 
tion about the war has. been 
spread and accepted that the 
claims of truth are difficult to 
press. 
Intellectual 
-honor, 


however, requires that the effort 
be made. 


The definitive treatment of 


the "Christmas Bombing" ap- 
peared in the magazine. Avia- 
tion Week and Space Tech- 
nology, April 23, 1973, issue. It 
included a careful analysis of 
aerial photographs. 1 here ex- 
cerpt key sentences from the 
editorial summary 'by Robert 
Hotz: ' 


"We are publishing in this is- 


sue 10 pages of detailed bomb 
damage photographs taken over 
the Hanoi area by Teledyne 
Ryan reconnaissance 
drones 


after 
the 12-day intensive 


bombing 
campaign 
in 


December, 1972,.. We are 
publishing them, even at this 
tardy date, because they offer 
the first public evidence that 
most of the official U.S. claims 
made about the nature and ef- 
fect of the 12-day bombing 
campaign were indeed correct 
and that the claims made by 
Hanoi and its American dupes 
were largely false. 


"The overall view.of me- 


tropolitan Hanoi on page 14 was 
taken on Dec. 31 just after the 
bombing ended... It clearly 
shows that the city was not car- 
pet-bombed, as many American 
critics wailed at the time. Its 
residential areas are largely in- 
tact. In no way does it resemble 
the carpet-bombed cities of 
Germany in 1944-45 or the fire- 
bombed cities of Japan in 1945. 


"The damaged areas, almost 


entirely confined to the railroad 
yards, air fields, power plants, 
radio stations and military 
repair and storage depots. The 
three areas of civilian damage 
are all on the fringe of these 
military targets. The celebrated 
Bac Mai hospital, which was 
damaged and not destroyed as 
critics claimed, was on the edge 
of Bac Mai military airfield. 
This airfield was a MiG-21 in- 
terceptor base and housed the 
central control center for the air 
defence of North Vietnam. 


Since these are the facts, and 


have been known to be the facts 
since 1973, why does the myth 
possess such staying power? 


First 
of all, 
numerous 


American 
spokesmen, 


academics, publicists, and so 
forth, actively worked for a 
Communist victory in the South,' 
and doubtless are now enjoying 
the happy result. The "Christ- 
mas Bombing" myth was useful 
to that end, like many other 
widely credited myths about the 
war. 


But there is also a very large 


market for moral indignation in 
this country. People enjoy 
moral indignation, consume it 
gleefully, and look around for 
more. To mobilize that clien- 
tele, and shape it to the purpose, 
the North Vietnamese and their 
supporters 
played the U.S. 


media like an ocarina.

How To Set A Valentine Table 


Hearts, 
Flowers

Valentino's Day, with its hearts 
and flowers and all its old- 
fashioned trimmings? And,' in 
the midst of bleak winter, what 
could be more heartwarming 
than all those Valentine reds 
and pinks? It's enough to make 
you want to give a party just 
for the glow of it! 


It's easy to make a table 


setting that creates a Valentine 
mood — with a heart-dotted 
tablecloth, doily baskets and a 
confection of a centerpiece. Try 
one, 
two or put all three 


together for a table that's like 
a three-D Valentine! 


THE TABLECLOTH 


Stenci! an assortment 
of 


bright red hearts on a plain 
pink cloth (could be an old 
pink sheet.). Draw a variety of 
hearts on a piece of stiff paper 
or cardboard, and cut out to 
make stencil. 


Spread cloth on layers of 


newspaper, smooth flat and lay 
stencil on it. Anchor stencil 
with masking tape, making 
sure it is flush with cloth so 
paint can't seep under. Mask 
adjacent areas of cloth with 
newspaper. Then spray light, 
holding spray paint can about 
10 to 12 inches from the sur- 
face. When dry, lift stencil and 
move on to the next area. 


You could spray-stencil an 


all-over pattern, or just a 
border. (Hint: Experiment first 
on newspaper.) And while you 
are spraying, do paper napkins 
and plates as well. 


DOILY BASKETS 


Valentine lace as baskets for 


sweets? It's a cinch to do with 
paper doilies. The secret: tw:o 
doilies are layered with white 
household glue, then molded 


. while still moist. 


Here's how. Place a doily on 


a piece of plastic wrap and 
spread with glue. Top with a 
second doily, and over that 
place another piece of plastic. 
Then lift the whole works and 
mold around a small, bowl. 
Secure with a rubber band and 
flare out doily edges. When 
glue has dried, remove mold. 
Finish basket with stiff paper 
handle and ribbon. Glue bowl 
to base made from a gift-rib- 
bon spool. 


THE CENTERPIECE 


The glory of your table is a 


centerpiece that looks like a 
candy cottage, but is really 
made from cardboard, paint 
and glue. 


Take a small box (about five 


to six-inches square) and spray 
with hot pink spray paint. Roof 
is built on the box lid: score a . 
piece of corrugated paper for 
the roof, and cut triangles of 
cardboard to fit under it as 
"eaves." Glue them to two 
ends of lid, glue the roof in 
place, and spray everything 
white. 


Now comes the fun of adding 


the "icing" trim: take a bottle 
of white household glue and 
draw with it — make squig- 
gles, dots, hearts, even frames 
for windows and doors. (Don't 
forget to "frost" the edges of 
the corrugated roof.) When 
dry, paint with acrylic or 
tempera paints. 


Complete the cottage by glu- 


ing on foil windows, paper 
shutters and pink paper hearts 
for roof tiles. Then glue cottage 
on 
heart-shaped 
cardboard 


base that has been sprayed 
with paint and decorated with a 
paper heart "path". 


You could store little gifts 


under the roof of the cottage, 
or — another gift idea — why 
not make mini-aprons, with 
spray-stencilled hearts? Wha- 
tever you do. it will come out 
right — if you do it with love.

reduce use of other fuels. 


"But unless homeowners heed 


long-standing safety practices, 
they create fire and poison gas 
hazards in their homes," says 
Dr.

Michigan State university ex- 
tension safety engineer. 


When selecting a coal or 


wood-burning stove, make sure 
it's a good one — preferably of 
cast iron and having tightly- 
sealed joints. 


It may be unwise to use "an- 


tique" or used heating units. 
There might be danger of 
cracks or potential component 
failures that could start a fire. If 


x the unit does have fractures or 


holes, repair it with stove 
cement or have it brazed or 
welded. However, the better 
idea may be. to look at a variety 
of heating units and talk to 
several dealers about safety 
features. It may be more costly 
in the long run to buy the 
cheapest unit on the market. 


When installing your stove, 


make sure there is adequate 
clearance between the stove and 
any combustible surface. A 
stove placed too close to a wall 
or furniture can cause a fire. 


Follow the clearance recom- 


mendations 
of the. stove 


manufacturer. The National 
Fire Protection 
association 


(NEPA) specifies a 36-inch 
clearance 
between a room 


heater and any combustible 
surface to the front, back, sides, 
or above the stove. It also calls 
for 18 inches between stove and 
floor and a 24 gauge steel pad 
beneath the stove. 


A metal-covered fiber stove 


board is available in hardware 
stores. A sheet of cement board 


or a layer of brick or tile set in 
place by a mason-may also be 
used. Stove boards should ex- 
lend 18 Inches beyond the ash 
removal door. 


Clearances can be reduced if 


Me. High temperature cement 
should be used. The pipe should 
not protrude beyond chimney 
block or brick into the open flue 
area because it would reduce 
draft.

combustible walls are protected 
with cement board, brick, tile, 
metal or other fire resistant 
material. A one-inch air space 
between the wall and the pro- 
tective layer is helpful. A 
variety of insulating panels are 
available but.it is best to follow 
the manufacturer's installation 
inslj-uctions.

Connect the stove to the chim- 
ney 
with 
single-thicKness 


stovepipe. Make sure pipe 
lengths fit together tightly. 
Secure each section with two 
metal screws at joints for 
greater stability. 


Avoid long horizontal runs 


(length no more' than three- 
fourths vertical height of chim- 
ney where pipe goes in), and get 
an upward pitch (one-inch rise 
for each four feet of length) to 
the pipe by using 43 degree 
bends instead of 90s, to the flue 
connector pipe. Try.to have no 
more than one right angle turn 
between stove and chimney. 


The stovepipe should be no 


closer than 18 inches to a 
ceiling, wall, or other combus- 
tible material.

cemented to the masonry of the 
chimney or a metal thimble 
must be cemented to the 
masonry and the stovepipe 
tightly inserted into the thim- 


Also, a stovepipe must not 


pass through any floor, ceiling, 
or wall unless it passes through 
i ventilated-type metal thimble 
having a diameter at least 12 
inches 
larger 
than 
the 


stovepipe. 


An alternative to the ventilat- 


ed thimble is a metal or burned 
fire-clay thimble surrounded hy 
at least eight inches of masonry 
or 
equivalent 
fireproofing 


material. 


A stovepipe must have a ris- 


ing pitch in its horizontal sec- 
tion of at least one-fourth inch to 
the linear foot 


An automatic draft regulator 


actuated by a thermostat may 
be installed in accordance with 
manufacturer's instructions. Or 
a manually operated damper 


may be installed as an integral 
part of one section of the 
stovepipe. 


If you intend to use an exist- 


ing chimney, see that it is 
sound. If the chimney lacks flue 
lining or if the masonry or lin 
ing is cracked, consult a mason 
about repairs. 


A chimney must be large 


enough to provide an adequate 
draft. Its cross-sectional area 
should be at least one-fourth 
larger than Ihe stovepipe. 
: 


Factory-built 
chimneys, 


similar to a metal smokestack, 
may be used. Chimney kits are 
efficient and easy to install and 
may be used if they are 
approved for use with the type 
of stove connected to it. Sucli 
chimneys must be wu.l. listed 
and should have clearances 
marked on each section of the 
chimney. A factory-built chim- 
ney may pass through a floor if 
it is provided with a continuous 
fire-resistant 
enclosure 


approved for the purpose. 


Stoves should not be connect- 


ed to a common chimney flue. 
In no case should a flue serving 
a fireplace or open front 
Franklin stove serve any other 
heating device.

"On a real cold day, I can see 


heat waves coming out of my

"But I can't see anything com- 
ing out of mine. I'm not heating 
the atmosphere anymore." 


The main idea behind the 


experiment is to find ways to 
make home gas heating systems 
more efficient. 


The company has installed

Of- 
ficials estimate that nearly one- 
third of the heat generated in 
the average home is wasted.

Church in America said it was 
not "in anyway implying an ad- 
mission of guilt" for him. It 
said his clergy record has been 
"without blemish."

PBB Suppression Claim 


LANSIXG, Mich. (AP) — Results of recent Michigan meat tests 


that showed PBB in more than III per cent of the samplts were 
suppressed by state officials who at the same time publicized a 
study showing much lower levels, a Grand Rapids newspaper said. 
The Grand Rapids Press reported Friday that the suppressed 
study included two samples with PBB above federal tolerance 
guidelines. Both tainted products ended up being sold to con- 
sumers, the newspaper said. The suppressed study, which 
included state and federal tests, found 75 of 734 meat portions 
contained detectable PBB. The study which the slate released. 
however, turned up low levels of the chemical In only two of 405 
grocery items tested. That study covered meat, dairy and other 
store-purchased foods. One of the suppressed tests showed .65 
parts per million of PBB — more than double the .3 parts per 
million level set by the federal government. The other contained 
.35 parts per million. Donald Islieb, chief deputy director of the 
state department, said only the 405-sample market-basket test was 
released because it offered "a total spectrum of samples of what 
Michigan consumers would buy." 


'Head-Bashing' Out For Now

Federal officials say it will be at least two weeks before they 


decide whether to prosecute Alger County residents who are 
illegally feeding a local deer herd. "We don't think we should run 
in there and start bashing heads if we can get the job done without 
it," said Tom Wilson, a spokesman for the U.S. Department of 
Interior. The interior department has jurisdiction over the deer, 
which inhabit the central Upper Peninsula's Pictured Rocks Na- 
tional Lakeshore. For several weeks residents of the so-called 
Beaver Basin area, as well as snme state lawmakers, have been 
snowmobiling in t(rfecd the deer. The herd was reprieved last 
month from a scheduled post-season deer hunt which state game 
officials said was needed because there were too many animals in 
the area. Officials predict many of the deer will starve this winter 
because of overpopulation. To pay for the feed, the Alger-Munising 
Sportsmen's Club mortgaged its clubhouse and properly for 
(23,800. But feeding animals in a national park is a violation of 
federal policy' that prefers to let nature-take its course.

An Alaska-bound Michigan snowmobile expedition, which had 


been reported overdue, was spotted Friday at St. Theresa Point on 
the western end of Island Lake. Manitoba, Canada. The Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police said the crew of four Michigan men and 
one Canadian left Sunday from Sandy Lake. 100 miles east of the 
northern Manitoba settlement. They had been expected in Island 
Lake by Wednesday. RCMP did not know what delayed the team, 
wtiieh has been plagued by poor snow conditions, fuel .shortages 
and mechanical breakdowns since leaving Pickle Ijke, Ont. in 
early January. One of the Michigan men who started the trip has 
since returned to the state. The men had hoped to reach Fair- 
banks, Alaska by March 5 on the 3.000 mile trip, the longest ever 
believed attempted by snowmobile. 


One train had been stopped 


when it was struck from behind 
by a second al a sharp curve at 
Lake and Wabash streets on the 
northeast corner of the elevated

circling 
downtown 


Chicago. 


Officials said the cause was 


not determined immediately, 
but they said it was possible a 
trainman had overridden an 
automatic braking system, one 
component of a mulii-million- 
dollar safety system installed 
last year after another collision.

Authority, which operates lire 
elevated trains, said the cause 
could have been an electronic 
signal malfunction. 


The driver of the moving

town workers headed for the 
city's Northwest side. It was hit 
by a train full of commuters 
bound for stops on the West side 
and the suburb of Oak Park.

who witnessed the crash from 
her table in a nearby res- 
taurant.

Sirens wailed for 45 minutes 


as ambulances arrived and 
departed from the Loop with the 
dead and injured. 


Two cars toppled from the 


tracks to rest on their sides in 
the street. Another stood on end. 
leaning against the superstruc- 
ture that supports the. elevated 
tracks. A fourth was piled atop 
one of the two cars on the 
pavement. 


Rescuers with hacksaws and 


torches wwkcd for two hours in 
snow and 20-degree tempera- 
tures to cut survivors and dead 
bodies from the wreckage. 
Police put out an emergency 
request for doctors and blood 
donors. 


Firemen carried lanterns up 


ladders to the elevated tracks to 
search for survivors in the cars 
remaining above the street. 


"It was horrible, just horri- 


ble," Erica Williams, 33, a pas- 
senger, said. "We were making 
a turn. The next thing I knew I 
was falling forward. I heard a 
terrible noise and that was it."

She 
ihi-n dropped her fohi/ing uniform into a trash can to protest the 
orKani/ati<m"s support for the'Equal Rights Amendment. 


Bnfh shi1 and Dot Schedler, another scout leader and the 40- 


year-old mother of three Girl Scouts, had tears in their eyes as 
they stood Friday in the driveway of the Holmans' fashionable 
North Austin home and watched flames engulf their uniforms. 
Mrs. Holman, the mother of two Girl Scouts, and Mrs. Schedler 
were objecting to the national organization's recent decision to 
endorse the proposed amendment, which lias been ratified by 35 of 
the needed 3tf states. 


"I wish we had some cookies, we'd throw them in there (the 


fire) too," said Mrs. Holman, a member of the Lone Star Girl 
Scout Council board of directors. 


Mrs. Holman said Hit' national endorsement violated their 


charter since the group is a non-profit organization. She said the 
group is not supposed to take sides in political issues. "1 took this 
action because I've tried to work through UK system. But I failed 
to get enough votes on the local board to support a reprimand of 
the national board for endorsing a political issue in violation of our 
charter," she said. 


The •H-year-old mother said she burned her uniform reluctantly 


and did so only "because these days if you don't do something 
sensational, nobody listens. That's a sad thing, I think, but that's 
the truth." 


Both she and Mrs. Schedler, whose daughters are now grown 


and arc no longer in the Girl Scouts, resigned their Scout posi- 
tions. 


"With a heavy heart, I hereby ... dedicate these ashes to those 


responsible for the betrayal of our beloved Girl Scout promise and 
law," said Mrs. Holman. 


Calling the amendment "unnecessary," she charged that the 


feminist movement and National Organization of Women founder 
Betty Friedan, also a member of the national Girl Scout board, 
were "more and more directing tile course of the scouting 
movement." Wanda Rice, executive director of the Lone Star Girl 
Scout Council, said the women's protest would have no affect on 
the local Scouts, since it was directed at a national issue.

The James Bond films are 


supposedly harmless fantasies 
in which everyone (Remember 
how the late President Ken- 
nedy enjoyed Bond?) can -

things going for him—stupen- 
dous gimmicks and even more 
stupendous girls. 
• First the gimmicks. The Spy 
Who Loved Me is the name of 
the new Bond film, and the- 
producer promises that this 
will be the biggest and most 
expensive ($91A million) one 
yet. One reason may be the 
specially built-up supertanker 
I saw on the set in London— 
it's big enough to swallow 
three full-sized nuclear subs.

There 
was, for instance, the fabulous 
$45,000 car in Goldftnger that, 
by the time Thunderbolt was 
made, had an ejector seat, 
machine guns, front- and rear- 
bumper overriders that ex- 
tended as ramming devices, 
tire slashers, revolving license 
plates, radio telephone, radar 
screen and retractable bullet- 
proof shields. I also have a soft 


spot in my heart for the flame- 
throwing tank in Dr. No and 
the magnetizing device that in- 
fallibly tripped jackpots in a 
plush Las Vegas casino in 
Diamonds Are Forever.

scripted eight of the 10 Bond ' 
films, says yes—"The Bond 
girls have become high camp, 
a spoof." But others have been 
made a little uncomfortable by 
the fact that none of them sur- 
vives a film. Diana Riga for 
instance, found that her honey- 


moon was also the end of the 
line in On Her Majesty's Se- 
cret Service, while, in Gold- 
finger, Shirley Eaton was 
painted to death. So I asked 
the new Bond girl, Barbara 
Bach, how she feels about it all. 
"Bond," she said, "is a male 
chauvinist pig who uses girls 
to shield himself against bul- 
lets." But she does think that 
this film has more to offer an 
actress than the earlier ones:

HELPING KIDS AVOID 
EMOTIONAL PROBLEMS 


Strict or permissive? Indulging or denying? These 
examples of extremes in parental behavior may help you 
to steer a middle course in raising your children. 


By Theodore Irwin 


What makes some kids so extro- 


verted, others nervous and uptight, 
stili others quiet and introspective? 
Basically, there are two answers. The 
first, of course, is that the child simply 
is that way and that it's perfectly nor- 
mal behavior. But sometimes these 
personality characteristics are devel- 
oped through the family environment 
and become exaggerated to the point 
that they can indicate emotional prob- 
lems. When that becomes the case, the 
parents may want to reassess the way 
they handle the child. No expert's ad- 
vice can substitute for a parent's ex- 
perience and wisdom, but the following 
list may help some parents who are 
still not sure about what approach to 
use. For example, to cite extremes, 
parents may be: 


Overnemiissive. These -parents are 


likely to envision an "ideal" child, one 
who is given a chance to fully develop 
emotionally and intellectually, beyond 
conventional constraints. 


Nothing is wrong with that, but when 


taken to an extreme, conduct is al- 
lowed to take root; without "interfer- 
ence, that may be against the parents' 
own standards. Even undesirable acts 
are glossed over. One child psycholo- 
gist contends that these parents are 
really intimidated by their child. Then, 
instead of getting the hoped-for "self- 
directed" child, free to express himself, 
what they rear may become an adult 
who is insecure and disorganized. 


Strict Disciplinarians. Inwardly, the 


strict parents long for a child who wilt 
conform to rules of conduct as they see 
them. As viewed by Elmer Berkel, chief 
psychologist of the Sarasota, Fla., 
school system, these parents want the 
youngster to obey, to be pliable, to lis- 
ten to them and let Dad or Mom make 
all the decisions for him. "They want 
to retain full control over their child," 
says the psychologist, "up through the 
teen-age years, to see that he observes 
and honors their moral and religious 
values." 


When a child disobeys or breaks a 


rigid rule, many of these parents resort 
to slaps, beatjngs, angry abuse or fre- 
quent threats of punishment. Others 
punish by withdrawing privileges. Such 
parents.are surprised when they find 
their children growing up to feel that

other people are threatening. But psy- 
chological tests indicate that the kids 
did not feel free to express their hos- 
tility and were either very easily dis- 
couraged or unusually persistent. 


OveipralecHve. Most often, notes 


Berkel, parents tend to be overprotec- 
tive with an only child, with the young- 
est and with girls. They see their 
offspring as going out^into a hostile 
world, incapable of coping with prob- 
lems. So they want to safeguard the 
child against getting hurt, to shelter him 
from daily knocks and thus enable him 
to grow up "strong" and self-sufficient. 


To cite a fairly typical case, one 


mother was so relentlessly concerned 
with every minute detail of how her son 
functioned that she even checked her 
child's breaming and measured the 
food he ate. 


According to Rita Rabinowitz, super- 


visor of the mental health department 
at Abbot House, an institution for ne- 
glected children in Irvington, N.Y., 
"such a mother is frightened, trying to 
hold her child close to her beyond nor- 
mal nurturing. That child, too depen- 
dent on his mother, tied to her apron 
strings, is Mkely to see everyone in the 
outside world as bent on doing him 
harm." 


Overemotional. How these parents 


behave toward their child is a matter 
of temperament and usually .is not 
deliberate. They may not be at all 
aware of what they're doing, except to 
show how they feel—without any in- 
tent of molding the child through these 
emotional outbursts. 


Betty, at seven, has just such excit- 


able parents. The uproars at home 
flood her with rage and fear. She has 
no way of judging what's wrong or 
right because neither Mommy nor 
Daddy takes the time to explain the 
reason for their f lareups. To her, words 
don't have a meaning—she hears only 
the noise. 


Mirroring her parents' turbulence. 


Betty has learned she must shout in 
order to be heard at home and to talk 
fast if she's not to be interrupted. With 
friends, her.ability to listen has closed 
down; she is argumentative, often hits 
out at other kids or pushes them 
around. Betty tends to use force to get 
what she wants. 


Perfectionists. Perfectionist parents 


are compulsive and want to achieve 
goals for the child that they themselves 
have not attained. They expect the 
youngster never to accept second best, 
to come out always on top. 


Both Paul and Gloria Johnston, for 


example, hold very high standards and 
believe their son Danny must always 
perform to their satisfaction. Yet they 
don't pay attention to Danny's capaci- 
ties at his age. His father, particularly, 
demands that the boy get top grades in 
.every subject at school. His mother in- 
sists on her son always keeping his 
clothes spotlessly clean and tidying up 
his room meticulously. 


A boy like'Danny is apt to be non- 


aggressive, according to a study by 
psychologist William McCord of chil- 
dren in Cambridge, Mass., and is in- 
clined to be overanxious and uncertain 
about his "relations with others. Failing 
to achieve perfection, he may consider 
nothing is worth trying and could be- 
come a school or college dropout. 
. Indifferent. "Emotional desertion is 
more prevalent than physical abandon- 
ment," noted the late Dr. Chaim Gin- 
ott, the well-known child psychologist. 
"One of its many faces is disinterest 
and detachment" 


Certain adults are so constituted that 


they flinch from intimacy, avoid physi- 
cal contact with a child and find it hard 
to show genuine warmth. Typically, the 
father remains aloof, disdaining bids 
for attention. The child is taken care of 
in a mechanical way; in effect, he's 
subtly or covertly rejected. Still, par- 
ents may go through the motions of 
caring—providing toys, spending mon- 
ey and the like. 


Dr. Helen De Rosis, New York psy-. 


chiatrist and author of Parent Power/ 
Child Power, calls the offspring of in- 
different parents "nothing" children. 


'Very early," Dr. De Rosis says, 


"children must have someone as a 
sounding board or they cannot leam 
who they are, what they are, wh'at they 
stand for. As no interest is taken in 
them, they cannot feel any interest in 
themselves. Left alone too much, they 
may develop in strange ways. These 
children may be either depressed and 


pathetic or active and disruptive, de- 
manding to be noticed in any way, good 
or bad." 


Some of these youngsters turn out 


to be stutterers. Studies by speech ther- 
apists have revealed that one of iht 
strongest feelings of stutterers is hid- 
den or veiled rejection. Undernour- 
ished emotionally in a family lacking 
warmth, children will probably have a 
hard time developing an intimate love 
relationship in later life. They may grow 
up to be loners, choosing an occupation 
in which they can devote themselves 
: entirely to working .with things other 
than people. 


All of these examples, of course, are 


extremes, and most parents fall some- 
where in between. Nevertheless, the 
Child Study Association in New York 
City notes some pointers we all should 
keep in mind when raising our children. 


Undentudiag. To understand them 


we must first try to understand our- 
selves. Whose needs are we satisfying 
—ours or our child's? We must-consider 
the kind of conduct we'd like him to 
imitate—or not to imitate. 


Expectations. We need to be realis- 


tic—and elastic—about what our child 
can achieve at every age, whether it's 
learning to dress alone or to express 
himself clearly. Faced with top-high 
expectations of a task to be done, he's 
likely to fail, 


Clarification. It's important that we 


clearly explain our family rules" and 
values and that the child understands - 
what we want 


Uttering. Communication is a two- 


way process, and listening is quite dif- 
ferent from hearing. 


Behavior. Once we decide how to 


handle intolerable behavior, it's im- 
portant always to follow through. 
Threats without action only confuse 
kids. 


Honesty. If we're not truthful, how

If we want to keep our good 


health, vitamins are essential. 
The best way to get the ones 
we need is through a well- 
balanced diet. That means 
eating products from the four 
basic food groups — dairy 
goods; breads and cereals: 
meat, fish and poultry; fruits 
and vegetables. Nutritionists 
also say that we should eat a 
variety of the foods within 
each group. 


But not all of us do get a 


well-balanced diet, so we've 
prepared a list of some of the 
most important vitamins and 
their major natural sources. 
Check them to see whether 
your diet is supplying the vita- 
mins you require. (The mineral 
iron, too, is an important daily 
requirement, especially for 
women before menopause, 
who deplete it during their 
monthly cycle. Iron-rich foods 
that should be on the family 
menu would include spinach, 
walnuts, bran flakes, prune 
juice and asparagus). 


Vitamin A 


What it does: It is known to be 
essential to the normal growth 
and function of skin tissue.

Vitamin D 
What it does: Its importance 
to the system is that it aids in 
the absorption of calcium and 
phosphorus, which build 
bones and teeth.

utes each morning. Step 1: A good toilet soap,, 
worked into a lather and spread on a moist- 
ened face, is still the best way to remove grime 
and makeup. For dry skin, use one of the new 
washable cleansing creams. Step 2: Tone with 
an astringent containing aluminum salts (better 
than fresheners or clarifying lotions), an in- 
gredient that makes the skin look firm, pore- 
less and smooth. Step 3: Dry skins need an 
under^makeup moisturizer (unnecessary for 
normal or oily skins, which easily maintain 
adequate moisture) as a protective shield 
against cellular water evaporation* All skins 
can benefit from moisturizing daily in the 
under-eye area, where oil glands are absent. 


How to Gauge Your Skin Type 
Dry skin: Flakes easily, rarely breaks 


out, is finely textured. Ofly skin: 7s 
shiny,, has enlarged pores, tends to 
breakout. Normal skin: Hasarosy glow, 
no enlarged pores, may exhibit shine on 
nose and chin in summer or show slight 
signs of winter dryness. 


Cleansing 
Applying Makeup 


Now that you've primed the canvas, you'll 


need 10 minutes for makeup. Step 1: Apply 
foundation (when buying, to determine color 
closest to your skin tone, test different shades 
on inside of your forearm) by dotting on fore- 
head, cheeks, nose and chin. Blend in long 
strokes out to hairline and under chin. Step 2: 
To emphasize eyes, use a subtle eyeshadow 
that blends with eye color. Avoid bold colors 
for day. Note that light shades make small 
eyes look larger; smoky shades flatter but sub- 
due large eyes. Use one of the new lash- 
lengthening mascaras applied on top and 
underside of upper and lower lashes.

Short People Shortchanged 


On Jobs? 


Robert Half, president of the largest 
employment agency in the country for 
financial officers and accountants, says 
that shorter persons get hired less often 
and for less money. Half quotes a study 
by Saul Feldman, a sociologist at Case 
Western Reserve, who invented the 
term "heightism" (like racism or sex- 
ism) after studying a graduating class 
at the University of Pittsburgh. Feld- 


man_he's 5' 4"—found that: 
• Men 6' 2" or taller received starting 


salaries 12.4 percent higher than 
equally qualified men of 6' or less. 


• Tall men entering the education pro- 


fession averaged 10 percent higher 
salaries than shorter men. 


'"» Women 5' 3" or less earn measurably 


less than those taller. 


Whatever Happened To Sing Sins? 


The 30-foot walk, bare and ominous, 
the condemned spent their Jast days 


still loom over the shores of the Hud- 
son. The guards still man the towers 
that dot the walls, their weapons ' 
loaded and at the ready. But the Sing 
Sing of "Mad-Dog" Esposito, "Bad- 
Boy" Grant and "Death-House" Mike is 
no more. 


In its place stands the Ossining Cor- 


rectional Facility—a way station for 
convicts who are moving on, either up 
for long stretches at other prisons or 
model prisoners soon to be released. 
And like its inmates, the prison itself 
is in a state of transition. 


The "Death House," in which more 


than 600 executions took place since it 
was built in 1922, is being converted 
into a storage area. The cells where 


have crumbled with decay. The room 
where the electric chair once was is 
marked only by holes in the floor where 
bolts held the chair in place. The last 
execution in Sing Sing was in 1961. 


While inmates, prison officials and 


guards have come and gone, the resi- 
dents of the village of Ossining, N.Y., 
who grew up in the shadow of the 
prison remember what Sing Sing used 
to be. Some say they miss it. "I was in 
the Army in the '40's," remembers one 
resident, "and a guy would always ask, 
'Where you from?' I'd say Ossining. and 
he'd look at me like which side of Osh- 
kosh is that, and I'd say, 'You know— 
Sing Sing?' and his eyes would light up. 
'Sure.' he'd say."

Quick Facial Changes 
May Give A Liar Away 


A furrowed forehead . .. arching eye- 
brows . . . the blink of an eye ... a 
frown ... all of these could be signs 
you are telling a lie. At least that's the 
theory of'Ohio State University profes- 
sor Roger Bennett, who says subcon- 
scious facial expressions, ordinarily 
occurring in a fraction of a second, are 
what give liars away. He has developed 
a training film for his classes to help his 
students learn how to spot the fibbers. 
The method has been used in psychol- 
ogy and by students of nonverbal com- 
munication, and Bennett is hoping the 
technique can be applied to help law- 
enforcement officers and reporters. 
The students have correctly identified 
the liars 80 percent of the time. 


Reassuring Words 


For Stepfathers 


Stepchildren apparently are as con- 
tented and happy as other kids. But 
although stepchildren are equally suc- 
cessful in school and socially, research- 
ers say stepfathers, almost without 
exception, imagine themselves failures 


as parents. The stepfathers "simply 
don't believe they're doing that good a 
job, and they are perpetuating a nega- 
tive image of. themselves," said Dr. 
Paul J. Bohannan of the University of 
California at Santa Barbara, who 
headed the research team of the study 
made for the National Institute of 


- Mental Health. Sociologist Rosemary 


Erickson, who helped in the research, 
said mothers agreed with their children 
that stepfathers are doing a good job. 
"It looks like the most significant find- 
ing is that it's more important to have 
a father, whether it's a stepfather or a 
natural father, than to be raised in a 
, mother-headed household," she said. 


New Rabies Vaccine Found 


Researchers have developed an effec- 
tive and simplified new treatment for 
rabies, says Dr. Hilary Koprowski, a 
Philadelphia physician who reports his 
findings in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. The treatment 
involves only six shots of a new vaccine 
that has virtually no side effects. The 
vaccine should be available within a 
year.
